I'm  the  USGS  Southwest  Region  Tribal  Liaison.  The  USGS  has  many  projects 
and  long  teitn  working  arrangements  with  tribes  in  the  SW  Region.  Several  of  our 
Centers  and  field  offices  are  starting  to  get  calls  from  our  tribal  partners  regarding 
the  Animas  mine  spill.  Concerns  are  pretty  much  the  same,  what  is  in  the  water 
and  when  will  it  be  safe  to  use?  The  tribes  also  are  concerned  about 
communication.  I need  to  advise  my  staff  on  how  to  field  these  questions.  It  might 
be  good  if  we  liaisons  discussed  how  to  respond  so  we're  not  giving  mixed 
signals.
